LORD JOHN RUSSELL’S PREMISES AND CONCLUSION. 
Ox Monday night Lord John Russell brought before Parlia- 
ment his resolutions relating to the condition of the people of 
England, and particularly having reference to that of the working 
classes. 

Indoing so the noble Lord stated, that he had no intention then 
of proposing any distinct measure in reference thereto. His object 
seems rather to have been to raise a discussion, and to elicit the 
opinion of the house as to the principles on which future mea- 
sures and legislation ought to proceed—to afford an opportunity 
to the leading men of all parties to declare their future policy with 
regard to the social and political, the moral and physical, the 
mental and material interests of the country; and more particu- 
larly with respect to the industrial rights of the great masses of 
our labouring population. 

_ Such being the views of the noble Lord, we are not disposed to 
jon in the general complaint against the various topics which 
those resolutions involved. For, certain it is, that whether they 
ad appeared as part of the resolutions or not, they are all topics, 
without discussing which, in relation to the main propositions in 
view, A very imperfect estimate of their importance could have been 
formed. And we are fearful that the general disposition evinced, 
both in Parliament and by the press, to reprobate the variety of 
topics introduced into these resolutions, is an evidence how little 
the close and intimate bearing which the physical condition of 
the people exercises over their moral and general welfare, is un- 
derstood, ‘ 
So viewing the objects which the noble Lord had in view, we 
must regard the attempt as having been eminently successful.

In this sum there is, however, 
aii margin, under the most favourable circumstances, and 
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with the most pradent management, available for relief to the 
people. The good fa.th of the country is pledged to the public 
creditor for the largest portion, and beyond that sum the neces- 
sary expenditure of the country leaves but little room for relief. 
But there is a description of taxation not the less felt by the peo- 
ple, because it does not find its way into the exchequer, of which 
the noble lord showed the country could be entirely relieved with 
advantage to all—with disadvantage to none. Our whole system 
of protective duties constitute an additional charge indirectly to 
the consumer, as much as if they were directly collected by the 
tax-gatherer and paid into the — The noble lord is of 
opinion that the protection thus afforded to particular interests 
has been proved by experience to be highly injurious rather than 
beneficial to such interests. He has shown that, wherever it has 
existed, all the apparent advantages have been neutralised by the 
apathy, indolence, and the absence of progress in improvements, 
consequent upon a reliance on such protection, and nota little from 
a want of confidence in the permanency of any artificial system. 
He dwelt upon the great advantages which had followed to every 
single interest which had been deprived of protection, and how 
much the experience of such parties had falsified all the fears they 
had prognosticated of the consequences of free competition. He 
showed that the silk manufactures of this country, which under 
the strictest s)stem of protection had been peculiarly exposed to 
suffering, had greatly flourished since they were exposed to foreign 
competition. He showed, that the growers of wool, in place of 
being injured by the entire removal of the duty on thai of foreign 
growth, had been positively benefited. He showed how ground- 
less the apprehensions of bootmakers, corkcutters, ropemakers, 


and the numerous interests affected by the tariff of 1842, hadgae 


proved. The noble lord clearly stated the reasons why the pros 
teclive system could not prosper, and why the free system could 
not fail to prosper. If by protection we oblige people to pay 
an artificially high price for any commodity, we impair the effi- 
ciency of labour—we give to the labourer a more limited command 
over the necessaries of life, over clothing and every other comfort ; 
and in proportion as we do that, do we limit the consumption 
and lessen the demand for labour. We make labour less efficient 
in two ways. We diminish the demand for it; and we make its 
reward command a smaller portion of necessaries and comforts. 

Lord John Russell had, therefore, no hesitation in saying, that 
protection “is a principle altogether vicious, which should be 
entirely abandoned in legislation.” He contended that parlia- 
ment had no right whatever to interfere with buying and selling. 
“Every man ought to be allowed to consider for himself where he 
will go to buy and where he will go to sell, without any interfer- 
ence on the part of the government.’—He utterly repudiated the 
idea that the remuneration of the labourer would be less because 
prices were lower, and quoted abundance of facts to prove the reverse. 
He equally repudiated the notion that the home producer would 
be injured by foreign importations, for whatever we import must 
needs create a demand for equivalents at home to exchange for such 
imports. He adopted Mr Gladstone's reasoning, that if 50,000 
head of cattle were imported, manufactures to the amount must 
be exported; and he saw or knew of nothing which would make 
it different with the import of 50,000 quarters of wheat. In an 
increased demand for our manufactures the noble lord saw an in- 
creased employment fur our population,—an employment, too, in 
skilled labour, for which we possess so many important advan- 
tages, and for which the remuneration is necessarily so much 
better than for common labour, and he clearly saw, in such a pros- 
perous and wealthy community, a source of peculiar advantage 
to the producers of food and the owners of land in such a 
country. ss 

But the most important disadvantage which the pre ste 
of the law inflicts upon the true interests of the land, in addition 
to the tendeney which it has to impoverish the consumers, Is the 
fatal uncertainty which interferes with all arrangements for per- 
manent and steady plans of improvement, which would be equally 
beneficial to the landlord and the tenant. 
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The noble Lord moreover pressed upon the attention of the house } 


the favourable opportunity which the present prosperous and tran- 
quil state of the country afforded for those changes intB r policy, 
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which recent experience and matured public opinion so une quivo- 

cally demanded, and especially for a final settlement of the ques- 

tion of the Corn Laws. The tranquillity ofthe country presents a 
most favourable opportunity for a calm consideration of all inte- 
| rests, which, though apparently conflicting, are shown by the 
| whole arguments of the noble Lord to be synonymous. The pros- 
perity of the country, and the consequent great consumption 
| which is going forward of all articles, would be the best guarantee 
against even a temporary inconvenience to any interest from the 
nee. The prosperity, happily experienced in this country, ex- 
tends to all the great producing countries where consumption also 
is much on the increase. What a folly then to delay a settlement 
of such an important question, till want and starvation threaten 
the public peace, and render a calm and deliberate settlement no 
longer possible. 

Such, then, were the powerful and unanswerable grounds on 
which Lord John Russell called upon the house to assert the prin- 
ciples involved in his resolutions. Such were the noble lord's pre- 
mises. What was his conclusion? Not that, certainly, which any 
man could have expected from his arguments :—Jf he had a propo- 
sition to make on the subject of the Corn Laws he would propose a fixed 
duty of 4s, or 5s, or 6s a quarter !! 

Now, it is really a most painful thing to see a man of Lord John 
Russell's station, of his acknowledged ability, and of his political 
influence, placing himself in so false a position. We feel highly 
grateful that he has given the sanction of his authority to the 
soundness of the reasoning on which perfect free trade is made nat 
only a safe but a universally beneficial system, but we regret ex- 
tremely the personal damage that he does to himself by the illo- 
gical conclusion, If the arguments are his own—and they bear 
the stamp of unquestionable authenticity—then is it impossible that 
the conclusions can be his own. But is it not bighly injurious to 
a statesman, the leader, too, of the great popular party im the 
country, to give to the world evidence which cannot be mistaken, 
that he defers to the fears, and doubts, and imperfect knowledge 
of others, in a question of vital importance to the country, on 
which the public mind is resolyed—on which his own matured re- 
flection has decided? 

Lord John Russell has declared that “protection is the bane of 
agriculture.” He has proved the truth of the proposition by re- 
femmce to facts undeniable. But he proposes a fixed duty of 
some shillings the quarter, which, unquestionably, to that extent 
operates as protection, and to that extent is so much “ bane.” 
Lord Joba Russell declares that the most objectionable of all 
taxation is that which raises the price of the necessaries of life. 
But he proposes to tax corn imported by several shillings the 
quarter, and, therefore, not only to derive a revenue therefrom, 
but to inflict on the consumer a tax on that produced at home, 
which does not even enrich the exchequer, and which, he had just 
shown, was the only form in which the community could be relieved 
of taxation. Lord John Russell declares that to interfere with trade, 
to dictate where we shall sell and where we shall buy, is a vicious 
principle, which impairs the efficiency of labour, and is injurious 
alike to producer and consumer. But he proposes to regulate the 
purchases of food by protecting that grown at home, by taxing 
that grown abroad; and, consequently, he proposes to restrict 
where we can sell, by declaring where we shall buy. Lord John 
Russell tells us that a free trade in wool has been actually bene- 
ficial to the home grower, and knows no reason why wool and 
corn should differ. But he refuses to the farmer the benefit in 
corn which he shows he has derived in wool. Lord John Russell 
tells us that an importation of wheat, as also an importation of 
cattle, would lead to a corresponding exportation of our manu- 
factures, to increased employment for our population, and to 
richer and better customers for the bome producers. But he 
limits that importation at all times, and at others makes it impos- 
sible by a fixed duty. He denies very unfairly and unreasonably 
this legitimate advantage of a well employed “and prosperous set 
of customers to the farmer at home. Lord John Russell tells us 
that the state of uncertainty in which the present relation of 
tenant and landlord are placed, by the absence of a final 
settlement of this question, is more injurious to them than 
anything else; he further tells us that NOW, while the 
country 1s prosperous and tranquil, this question ought to be 
finally settled. But, so far from this, he proposes a new law, 
which, in the same breath, he tells us would be no settlement— 
which, he says, the state of the country might very soon re- 
quire to be abrogated. He objects to a vanishing duty, because 
every year would bring with it a change in the amount of 
that duty. But did he overlook the fact, that he had just 
admitted that a time would come when his little fixed duty 
must be given up. But when? What certainty would either land- 
lord or tenant have, as to the precise year or month, when the 
pressure of circumstances would compel the Government to give 
up the last vestige of obstruction? Now, take it for granted that 
the noble lord were in office, and carried a fixed duty of 5s a quar- 
ter, would the public mind be satisfied that that would be per- 
manent’ Would agitation cease? Would confidence be restored ? 
Lord Howick says not — Lord John Russell thinks not — public 
opinion declares not. It might stave off the question a year or 
two—it might stave it off till the first bad harvest; till the coun- 
try was suffering from extreme high prices, the depression of 
scarcity and famine ; till there was neither prosperity nor tranquil- 
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lity ; till we were exactly in the position the opposite of that which 


Lord John Russel! has so ably shown is essential to a calm and 
deliberate settlement of this question. But no man doubts that 
be the law what it may, it will not outlive that period; and the 
only essential good which can now be done, by a change, is to 
prevent the arrival of such a period at all, 

But has it ever occurred to, Lord John Russell how se

noble lord had been of opinion that protection was a good and 
sound principle—that the withdrawal of it would be either dan- 


gerous or injurious to the interests of the country, we would have 


felt no ground of complaint against the coarse which he pursues 
But it is beeause he does not—it is because he believes, with 
public opinion, that its abolition would be a positive goog 
to all—it is because he declares that the fears and appreben- 
sions of free trade on the producers of corn have been Satis- 
factorily proved to be groundless, that we complain that he 
takes that course which prevents a final settlement of the ues- 
tion. Lord John Russell is the acknowledged leader o the 
great Liberal party in the country, and who have, as a party, de- 
clared their adoption of free trade. There can be no doubt that 
the progress of the country will render the adoption of that 
policy a necessity before long, whosoever may direct the Go- 
vernment. But there can be as litle doubt that the sooner 
it is accomplished much misery and the recurrence of much 
distress will be prevented. Is Lord John Russell, then, to 
make a legitimate use of the position which he occupies in the 
house anc before the country, and aid public opinion to carry 
out a policy in which he so amply declares himself to be 
agreed, or is he to continue to stand in the way of the adoption 
of that policy, by pertinaciously adhering to a proposition in 
direct contradiction to his declared sentiments? It is a heavy 
responsibility which the noble lord thus takes upon himself, if 
it should be the case that the present corn law, with all its defects, 
productive of such terrible periodical misery and wretchedness, 
should be continued a single year longer than it otherwise would 
he, if he followed his own opinions to their legitimate conclusions. 
The question now for Lord John Russell is not one between 
the sliding scale and a fixed duty. If he had a party, and the 
op er to carry a fixed duty even against his own opinions, it would 
ve a different case. There is not even the vestige of sucha party, and 
the noble lord has less power to carry such a duty than in 1841. The 
only real practical question for him, and for every true friend to 
his country, is how to get rid of the present dangerous and fatal 
system. ‘To do this, and to prevent all the mischief which will 
ensue by retaining the preseut law, does Lord John Russell ex- 
pect that public opinion will join him to carry his proposal (no 
doubt a great improvement on the present system), but which is 
still alike inconsistent with the principles so ably advocated by his 
lordship, and so warmly entertained by the public; or does be 
not think that the only reasonable and practicable method would 
be that he should adopt and advocate a plan at once consistent 
with his own opinions and those of his supporters. 

The motion, of which Mr Villiers has given notice for the 10th 
of June, will derive great and increased interest from these dis- 
cussions ; and we sincerely trust that Lord John Russell will give 
practical support to his own opinions by voting for that motion. 


ECCLESIASTICAL CLAIMS—EDUCATION— 
GOVERNMENT. 

Tue love of power seems a strong passion in the human breast. 
With a majority of men it really seems, now and then, to sur- 
mount the love of doing good. In England there are not wanting 
great proofs, on a large scale, of this melancholy truth from day 
to day. It does so happen, however, that present occurrences 
are bringing out a display of the feeling, most painful to witness, 
in other parts of the empire—in Ireland and Scotland simulta- 
neously. Perhaps the painfulness of the display will be increased 
in the eyes of many, when it is noticed that, in both cases, it is on 
the part of ecclesiastics,—though indeed that is not such a novelty 
as to excite surprise in the minds of those who know anything of 
the history of attoes. . 

The Roman Catholic hierarchy of Ireland have made a claim to 
the power of appointing a great number of the teachers m the 
proposed colleges, and have stated that claim in these words :— 

“ That the Roman Catholic pupils could not attend the lectures of history, 
logic, metaphysics, moral vulleotahe. geology, or anatomy, without expoe 
ing their faith or'morals to imminent danger, unless a Roman Catholic pro- 
fessor will be appointed for each of those chairs,” 


This is said to be very illiberal. So it is; but it does not stand 
so alone. It is proposed in Scotland to abolish the test of mem- 
bership of the Persbyterian Church required of the college 
teachers there. The General Assembly the other day declare 
themselves as follows on that proposal :—

“The assembly feel themselves bound to oppose, by all conse 
means, the proposed abolition of these statutes, as involving a surrence 


the most effectual safeguards which the state can adopt for maintaining 
most sacred rights and privileges, and for securing the invaluable obj . 
that education in Scotland shall be conducted as hitherto in 4 meno © 
once conformable to the principles of religion, and calculated to — 4

There is no great advance in liberality in this. ‘aan 
Scotch ecclesiastics are the more grasping of the two, for they 
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claim all, though it ought, at the same time, in justice to them, to 
he remembered that they are only claiming the retention of a 
power, while the Irish hierarchy are claiming for themselves a new 
one. In substance, however, the spirit which dictates both claims 
js the same. It is not the love of — care of morals, or much 
concern as to consequences—it is the love of power. , 

It is very painful to witness the whole body of Roman Catholic 
bishops declaring that youths of their persuasion cannot attend 
lectures on logic, geology, or anatomy, “ without exposing their 
faith or morals to imminent danger.” To other classes of Chris- 
tians, of course, it will seem that the faith and morals that require 
such protection are hardly worth the preservation. But that does 
not lessen the practical difficulty of governing a people of whom 
so many are swayed by these opinions, and yet a majority (we 
mean of the population of the empire) think otherwise. We doubt 
if education can long be conducted at the public expense in 
any part of Queen Victoria's dominions at this rate. Feelings are 
dragged into the matter about which it is of no use to reason, for 

ies will not listen to reason. 

The end of the whole, we hope, will be a simplification of govern- 
ment. The essential duty of a government is to preserve public 
order. Unless it be for the punishment of crime, we know not for 

|| what purpose governments subsist. It may be that an education 
which would prevent crime might come to be a legitimate object 
of government, if the people could agree as to its limits, and the 
development of the system could be locally as well as imperially 
superintended, but at present any prospect of that being so seems 
hopeless. As to what an education supplied and superintended 
‘|solely by the central power can do and does, we see that con- 
| spicuously in the cases of Austria and Prussia. It is directed for 
the most part to prevent the people from thinking, at least on most 
jof those subjects which free citizens and men worthy of life desire 
\tostudy. There can be no desire among the best classes of the 
||people for even a partial application of such a system in this 
jcountry. When it is found to be impossible to do so (which it 
|| must be already), we hope the next thing set about by Government 
|| will be to refrain from influencing the community for evil and to 
|| their detriment, since to influence for positive good it has proved 
itself in every way incapable. 


PROSPECTS OF WHEAT—IMPORTS FROM CANADA, 


Ow the 7th of September last, we had occasion to offer, in reply to 
many applications, our opinions on the prospective price of wheat. 
|| The average price was then 50s 11d per quarter. In that article, 
'| (See Economust, page 1190, Sept. 7th, 1844), after stating the 
|| grounds for our opinions, we said, “ On the whole, therefore, we 
cannot but expect low prices ; even very considerably lower than 
those which range at this time.” Again, our attention was called 
to the subject on the 30th of November, by several correspondents. 
The price was then 46s 4d the quarter. In that article we endea- 
voured to show our reasons against the probability of an advance 
during the spring; and after furnishing those reasons and sta- 
tistics on which we grounded them, (See Economist, page 1467, 
November 30th, 1844), we said, “ The price is now nearly 5s the 
\| quarter lower than when we wrote on the 7th of September, and 
we have no reason to expect any advance thereon during the 
spring months.” We have now nearly reached the Ist of June, 
and the Gazette price last week was 45s 9d. Our estimate there- 
fore of the course of the market during the present year has 
proved as correct as it did in the preceding year. 

We have again of late received several letters on the 
subject of the future prospects of wheat. We cannot feel in any 
Way surprised at the susceptibility of the public mind on this sub- 
ject, when we consider that, in the present state of the law, any 
important rise is attended with serious consequences to so many 
interests. The price of wheat is a question which must enter less 
more into every calculation of a mercantile, monetorial, fiscal, 
and political nature. The recent ungenial weather and the un- 

| lateness of the season has naturally produced great uneasi- 
hess in the minds of many; and, especially of late, that the ac- 
counts from all parts of the country have been of a much less 
favourable kind. In most districts, be or more, the wire-worm 
created considerable havoc with the wheat plant; in some, so 
much so, that large quantities have been ploughed up and re-sown 
with spring corn. The original breadth of cheat sown was, how- 
ve Very great. There is unquestionably a sufficient stock of 
eat in the country to carry us over till the h vest, without any 
ound advance under ordinary circumstan s. It must not, 
ever, be lost sight of that, as last year's « op was very early 
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antenna, of this year very late, the produce of last harvest will be 
this ti to the consumption of at least thirteen months.

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That is a ques- 
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tion which, it appears, is already producing considerable interes 
among wheat-growers on the continent, who, at our present prices 
and with our present duty, are unable to produce for this market. 
In Canada the harvest of last year was represented as being one 
of the largest ever known. The same representations also reached 
us from the United States. We find now, however, by the report 
of the Commissioners of Patents, laid before Congress, that the 
estimated crop in 1844 is not so large as that of 1843. The fol- 
lowing table, extracted from the report of 1843 and that of 1844, 
shows the produce of wheat in each State of the Union, with the 
population in each :—

This table exhibits a frlling off of five per cent, in place of the 
considerable increase which we were led to expect. Besides this, 
the increase of population will make a further comparative redue- 
tion. Moreover, it will be observed, that there is a deficiency in 
the State of Ohio, the chief exporting state, of nearly 3,000,000 
bushels. Ifa similar disappointment in the result of the harvest 
should be experienced in Canada, it will materially affect the im- 
port of flour during the coming autumn. 

We are not yet in possession of sufficient data to judge how far 
the flour imported from Canada, is the produce of American 
wheat. So far as our information goes, it would appear that but 
a trifling quantity of American wheat has been introduced into 
Canada, paying the 3sduty. By a return to Parliament in the 
present session (No. 55), the following was the latest account in 
possession of the Government :—

This trifling quantity does not explain the sudden increase 
of the import of flour during the last year; nor can we suppose 
it probable that the increase of Canadian growth can account for 
it. Weare rather, therefore, led to the belief that, as anticipated, 
a considerable quantity either of wheat or flour has been smug- 


gled into Canada.

General complaints have existed during the whole of last 
season of the serious loss which was sustained by the flour which 
was shipped here, and from all that we can learn, there is little 
chance of a larger quantity being shipped in the present year, un- 
less prices should rise above the present rates. The largest por- 
tion of that shipped from Canada last year was dhepatched in May, 
June, July, aa incne when our prices here ranged from 52s to 
57s per quarter for wheat. On the other hand, there are, no doubt, 
very considerable and extensive arrangements made to conduct 
this trade, and if purchases of wheat have been made in the States 
for the purpose of making flour for this market, it will be difficult 
to find a better market elsewhere, even though this should leave 
alose. We do not, under any circumstances, expect any ma- 
terial increase of imports, at least during the present year.

Wr had thought that this bill was given up, if not from - oar 
of shame on the part of its promoters, at least from 4 me - di 
the hopelessness of carrying it, after its obnoxious nature ch 
been fairly shown.

No doubt, so long as the coalowners re- 
main ina state of disunion, they cannot turn the provisions of 
this proposed act so much to the disadvantage of the consumer 
and the shipowner as they could have done before, but itis not im- 
possible that they may soon fall back into their former combina- 
tion, and whether they do so or not this measure is nothing but 
an attempt to legalise that power of limitation of supply of coal 
which the parties have hitherto exercised in another way without 
the aidoflaw. For anexplanation ofthe manner in which it would 
so operate, we refer to our former article on the subject, published 
four weeks ago, onthe 3rd of May. ‘The Coal Trade of the Tyne needs 
no law whatever to guide it. The attornies and agents employed 
to push through such bills may gain something—the coalowners 
| in the end really do not; and as for the public, they lose by them 
at once and for ever. We put it to the government once more, and 
| to independent members on both sides of the house, whether it 
| is worth their while to incur the discredit of even not actively op- 
posing and defeating such a measure, w hich has no object but to 
limit the supply of a great necessary of life, as the whims and 
fancies of a few individuals may, from time to time, direct. We

ADDRESS TO THE ROMAN CATHOLICS OF IRELAND, 
FROM THE CONFERENCE OF PROTESTANT DISSENTERS, 
ij in Cr 
Fe.tow Sunsecrs,—There are crises which occasionally occur in 
national history so momentous as to warrant a departure from all the 
ordinary methods of political intercourse, and to justify an appeal, 
not to individuals, however distinguished, nor to any isolated bodics 
of men, but to a nation at large ; such a crisis, in our deliberate judg- 
ment, has now arrived, and we therefore feel that in embracing it no 
further apology is necessary. 
You are placed by circumstances, the origin and growth of which 
it is unnecessary to trace, in a position so conspicuons and so critical 
as to attract towards you the anxious attention of all patriotic men 
in these realms, and of the liberal and the thoughtful throughout the 
civilised world, On your conduct at the present juncture, the 
mightiest and most sacred interests are suspended, and with you, 
under divine Providence, rest those issues which are destined to give 
a complexion, for au indefinite period, to the history of this empire. 
Your fidelity to the great principles of justice must inevitably pro- 
mete its peace, prosperity, and freedom; your betrayal of them 
will necessarily be the omen, at least, of their temporary disaster and 
defeat. 
You will not suppose that, professing as we do the principles of 
civil and religious freedom, we are instigated in our present appeal 
by a desire to cajole you into any intermission of your efforts in the 
great cause of justice to Lreland. We highly appreciate her re- | 
sources; we deeply sympathise with her wrongs. We have ever ad- | 
vocated her claims, and we have long admired the patriotic zeal of 
her people to achieve, by peaceful means, the restoration of her un- 
questionable rights. You need not to be reminded that the Dissen- 
ters of England were among the warmest supporters of the Catholic 
Relief bill; that they heartily advocated the equal extension of poli- | 
tical privileges to the Irish as to the English people; that they sup- 
poried the claims of your country to an equal share in the benefits of 
Municipal Reform ; and that they rejoiced in the abolition of your 
Vestry Cess; and that they viewed with strong indignation the 
recent attempts of your government to strain the powers of the law 
in the tyrannical suppression of public opinion. They have ever 
fought side by side with you in all your conflicts for social and poli- 
tical equality, nor will any misconstruction which may have been 
put on their conduct prevail to diminish the earnestness of their 
efiorts in your defenee. Still you cannot expeet them to surrender, 
on this very account, the principles which, even on the occasions re- 
ferred to, have regulated their public conduct. 
Ve have ever held that, of all the grievances under which your 
country has laboured, the establishment of the Anglican church in 
Ireland is the most unjustifiable and oppressive, and we pledge our- 
seives never to remit our efforts to remove from you this intolerable 
burden. We deem it a fundamental maxim, even of the commonest 
political justice—and in this opinion we are fortified by that of some 
{| of the most emincnt members of the Roman Catholic church—that 
no compulsory payments can be rightfully demanded for the support 
of any religious system whatever. In this simple but vital principle 
lies involved the whole philosophy of Nonconformity. The slightest 
deviation from this ground would virtually amount to a surrender of 

| our consistency, and would obviously expose us to the merited deri- 
sion of all discerning men. 

Now it will be plain to you that the proposed measure for the per- | 

manent endowment of the college of Maynooth involves the most 

_ direct invasion of this principle. It places your dissenting fellow. | 
subjects in the very position from which they are striving to rescue 
you. It violates their consciences as offensively as the Protestant | 
establishment, in its tyrannical exactions, violates yours. It re-enacts 
the obnoxious principle, it is an extension of the very system, which | 
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| have relieved you from the incubus of the protestant church. 
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throw. ‘To tolerate this measure is distinctly to sanction and assert 
that principle. 

It is impossible, moreover, to mistake the design of this measure. 
If it could be regarded as a legitimate, though scanty instalment of 
the heavy debt of justice which England owes to your country, we 
should be the first to hail it; but, were there no other consideration 
the quarter from which it comes forbids this supposition. If, as your 
justly indignant feelings lead you sometimes to suppose, you haye 
natural enemies in this country, it is with them that this meagure 
originates. Defeated in their attempts to overawe you by the terrors 
of law and the array of military force, an oligarchy, notoriously hog. 
tile to popular feeling, addicted by their ordinary policy to measures 
of coercion, yet vacillating in all their courses, and open to the infiu. 
ence of the meanest motives, now insult your public virtue by the 
offer of a paltry bribe. We have greatly miscalculated the high 
feeling of the Irish people, whose modern history furnishes the mogt 
demonstrative vindication of the voluntary principle—who, oppressed 
by an opulent and alien hierarchy, drained of their resources by 
aristocratic absentees, crippled in their commerce by selfish restric. 
tions, and, with all their unequal local capabilities turned to the 
condition of a desert, have borne up the fabric of a religion on the 
sinews of poverty, and maintained their worship by the mites of indj. 
gence thrown into the treasury—we have, we repeat, greatly miscal- 
culated the high feeling of the Irish people, if they are to be seduced 
from their lofty position by such fawning blandishments and transpa- 
rent arts as these—if, like the ill-famed heroine of antiquity, they 
will surrender the citadel they have so nobly defended, in considera- 
tion of the worthless ornaments which bedizen the arms of their 
foes. No! fellow-countrymen, let it never be said that you, who, in 
your majestic course, have braved the terrors of physical coercion, 
and who have risen unharmed from the fires of legal prosecution, 
have yiclded to the first meretricious smile of those who, from the 
highest seats of power, have denounced you “aliens in blood, aliens 
in language, aliens in religion.” 

The boon thus gratuitously offered by the government has no re- 
lation whatever to the real grievances of your country. It is mani- 
festly designed as a diversion, to relax your interest and to withdraw 
your attention from the substantial evils which oppress you. Had 
her Majesty’s government been possessed with a sincere desire to 
serve you, they might have found innumerable opportunities of doing 
so without violating our conscience or compromising your indepen- 


dence. They might have conceded to you a proportionate share in 


| the national representation ; they might have thrown open to you the 


advantages of your metropolitan university; above all, they might 
From 
the attainment of these and similar essential reforms, which the go- 
vernment are unwilling to concede, it is in our judgment the purpose 
of this insidious measure to beguile you; and should they succeed, 


| they will have thrown back indefinitely the cause of justice to Ire- 


land, and have rendered one of the most imposing movements for 
national freedom the object of lasting and of justly merited derision. 
It is for you, fellow-subjects, whose characteristic sagacity cannot 
fail to detect this ill-concealed design, to avert, by a timely and reso- 
lute opposition, so fatal and disgraceful result. 

If, again, this grant is to be regarded for a moment in the light of 


| restitution, the meanness of the proposal sufficiently indicates that it 


is intended merely as preliminary. It is too absurd to suppose that 
the wealthiest and most powerful government in the world should 
look upon the insignificant pittance of about 26,0007 a year, as a com- 
pensation for the urgent claims of a great people. But if this mea- 


| sure is preliminary, we beg you to consider what is that system which 


it is designed to introduce. The cautious and characteristic silence 
of the government has been generally, and, we believe, correctly in- 
terpreted, both within and without the walls of parliament, as a vir- 
tual admission of their desire eventually to take the whole body of 
your priesthood into the pay of the state. Cuan it be necessary to sug- 
gest to you the consequences of such a scheme ? It would violate the 
consciences, not only of the class who already suffer a scarce ly toler- 
able indignity on this account, but of the entire Christian com- 
muity in these realms. Dissenters who already groan under 
the exactions of one establishment, will rise with a more re- 
solute determination against the endowment of a second. The 
recognised leaders of the Trish Catholics have again and again 
pronounced decisively against such an arrangement ; while the An- 
glican church must either repeal its articles or sacrifice every claim 
to consistency and good faith. Religious animosities, proverbially the 
most bitter that agitate the breasts of men, would be exacerbated to 
an incalculable degree ; while, as state support and state control are 
invariably correlative, the most earnest of your religious teachers 
would be placed under a dictation unbearably galling to all save those 
whom it may seduce to the compromise of all that is dear to high- 
minded and conscientious men. Ina word, such a measure would re- 
duce to a mere name all public virtue and consistency, and stain with 
ineffaccable disgrace the sacred cause of Christianity itself. 

The opposition of the Dissenting body to the government measure 
has, by some thoughtless and impetuous men, been indiscriminately 
condemned as fanatical and bigoted. We indignantly repudiate the 
charge as applied to the great Nonconforming body. Let us never 
hear it repeated. Weare ready to contend by your side for the at- 
tainment of an equal participation of all rights, ecclesiastical, politi- 
cal, and social; but we wil! not sacrifice our consciences to the suc- 
cess of a state trick, nor will we patiently submit to be taxed for a 
bribe to you, which we would spurn with contempt, were it offer | 
to ourselves, . 

With all the earnestness, then, which a concern for the highest 1n- 
terests of our fellowmen can excite, we conjure you, by your self-re- 
spectas British subjects—by the lofty position you occupy, as the |

the solemn requirements of religious fidelity, to reject the unhallow

EcciestasticaL Courts Consovipation Bitt,—Lord CoTttennam 
moved the second reading of this bill. He explained the purpose of it, 
which is simply that a central court be established in London, to which 
all wills shall be sent, and that it shall have surrogates acting in the 
towns where the diocesan courts are now held, who shall grant pro- 
bates when the amount of property is small, but be obliged in every 
case to send the will to London to be registered, so that in future 
every man’s testamentary dispositions may be found in the metropolis. 
In questions of divorce and excommuication this central court would 
retain the power of the old courts. In the matter of church rates, 
over which the jurisdiction of these courts has caused so much ill-will, 
he proposes an appeal to quarter sessions, where the rate has been 
illegally levied ; and in that of tithes, he thinks, the power of these 
courts should be abolished altogether, and that pending suits should 
be transferred to the Court of Chancery. He intended also to do 
away the criminal jurisdiction of these courts, which now had the 

ower of punishing for defamation, incest, and quarrelling and brawl- 
ing in churchyards.—'the Bishop of Lixcotn objected strongly to the 
proposed court, though a lay one, would have power of divorce and 
excommunication, in which view Lord Winchelsea concurred.—Lord 
Brougham, the Lord Chancellor, and Lord Campbell, however, ex- 
pressed their approbation of the measure, and the bill was then read 
a second time.

CONDITION OF THE INDUSTRIOUS CLASSES. 

Lord J. Russet brought forward his nine resolutions. He vin- 
dicated the policy of bringing them forward together, as they referred 
to subjects inseparably connected with each other. [lis opinion was 
that the house ought to endeavour to free trade from restrictions and 
to relieve industry from the trammels of legislation, but that in so 
doing it ought to accompany measures of relaxation with other mea- 
sures of great importance. 
of education and instruction should form part of the system to be 
adopted by government, and of the measures to be by government 


submitted to parliament ; for you could not expect that any measure | 


for the general education and instruction of the people would be 
effective unless their physical condition was essentially improved. 
He then took a retrospect of the condition of the country from the 
period of the French revolution down to the present time, and con- 
tended that during the course of the war, which commenced in 1793, 
many changes for the worse occurred, under which the nation was 
still suffering. Among these changes, he enumerated the enormous 
increase of the debt, and of taxation to pay the interest upon it—the 
bank restriction act of 1797, which had degraded the labourer, di- 
minished the value of his labour, and had at the same time led to an 
extravagant mode of living, and a neglect of forethought and pru- 
dence among the employers, who suddenly found themselves in the 
enjoyment ot high profits—and Sir R. Peel's act of 1819 and of last 
year for the resumption of cash payments—measures which, though 
they were founded on sound principles, from which it would be a 
great misfortune to depart materially, had still produced the evil 
which was generally the result of a contraction of the currency, and 
had injured the industrious classes to a considerable extent. He 
then adverted to the policy of restriction and monopoly, or, as it was 
sometimes called, the Es of giving protection to native industry, 
which had grown up during the war, and on which he contended 
t Parliament might legislate with benefit by overturning altoge- 
ther that erroneous system. He showed that the chief monopolies 
which now existed had been introduced by ministers who were still 
living, and that the policy which in Adam Smith's time was called 
the mercantile system, had been adopted, according to that high au- 
thority, by the country gentlemen from a wish to protect the interests 
and promote the welfare of the commercial classes. The experience 
; our times led us to form a very different conclusion from that 
ormed by Adam Smith. Our manufacturers now saw that it was of 
no advantage to them to have restrictions imposed upon articles im- 
period into this country; and had adopted the theory of Adam Smith 
— olicy of restriction was mischievous, that it favoured one 
crass at the expense of another, and that it injured the labouring 
more than any other. He proved that our manufacturers were 
correct in the views which they now entertained by taking a retro- 
oat of the history of the restrictions formerly imposed on timber 
, , He gave that history as a specimen of the mischief created 
Je e high duties imposed during the war, and of the emptiness 
mh renpPrehensions entertained of the evils likely to accrue from 
that an of those duties. He contended that history also showed 
il own €r protective duties the labourer was less able to educate his 
Neverth; - live in comfort, and to become satisfied with his condition. 
ture whic oe there was still a party of great weight in the legisla- 
try ~ ula insisted that without protection certain branches of indus- 
not be maintained. ‘lo such persons he said, “ Let us either 
branches of industry, whether manufacturing or agricultural, 
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or else let us abandon the system of protection as vicious and unsound.” 
The tendency of this system was, in his opinion, to impair the effi- 
ciency of labour, and they had now arrived at that period when they 
must maintain the protection laws in their full power, or abandon 
them as vicious and unsound, Parliament bad no right to interfere 
with the choice of a man as to the cheapest or dearest market for his 
labour or produce; but, in removing restrictive laws, it was mani- 
festly unjust to apply free trade principles to one class and not to 
another :— 

“ Now, I must say that to introduce change and excite alarm among these 
men—even upon sound principles—is hardly fair, unless you introduce mea- 
sures founded upon the same principles that shall be applicable to other 
classes—(cheers)—not making them applicable to men earning a guinea and 
five and twenty shillings a week, but to men who are represented by peers 
of ancient descent--men of hereditary honours, of great wealth, and possess- 
ing vast power to resist your proposal. Jt is not just that, with regard to 
the first class—the labouring class—we should be called upon to be guided 
by the principles and authority of Adam Smith and Mr Ricardo, while with 
regard to the second, the wealthy, the titled, and the powerful, we should 
be required to be governed by the principles of protection, and should be 
called upon to maintain for that class these protective laws. The right hon. 
gentleman who was last year the President of the Board of Trade (Mr Glad- 
stone) has shown the effect of these reductions in so far as manufactures are 
concerned.” 

—The noble lord then referred to the origin of the corn laws and the 
fluctuations that had taken place in the scale, and contended that the 
result of the system had been to create speculation and enhance the 
price to the consumers, without benefiting the revenue. Even at pre- 
sent the owners and occupiers of land, with a protection of 46 per cent 
on the ordinary and common food of the country, were not satisfied 
with their position. le maintained that the argument of the rate of 
wages being dependent on the price of corn was entirely erroneous, 
and he felt satisfied that the corn laws could not be continued in their 
present shape. The only suggestion he could make would be fora 
fixed duty, bat he did not think that corn should be taxed atall. At 
present he should be in favour of a fixed duty of 4s, 5s, or Gs,as being 
preferable to a vanishing scale, commencing at 10s, and abating an- 
nually, until they arrived at total repeal. ‘The noble lord then re- 
ferred to the existing poor law, and strongly urged the necessity of a 
more equitable adjustment of the law of settlement, and recommended 
a well-considered scheme of emigration and a more general diffusion 
of education. While pious men were in the present month meeting 


| day after day to send missionaries to China and the South Seas, there 


were masses of our own population utterly ignorant of the common 
elements of the Christian faith, and suggested the voting a sum of 
150,000/ in the present Parliament to place our national system of edu- 
cation on a more extended and effective footing. ‘The noble lord con- 
cluded by moving the first of his series of resolutions. 

Mr 8S. Crawrorp moved an amendment to the effect that the pre- 
sent time of tranquillity afforded a favourable opportunity for giving 
immediate attention to the claims so repeatedly urged in the petitions 
of the people for an extension of parliamentary salibomns 

Sir J. Granam admitted that Lord J. Russell had referred to the 
various matters comprised in his comprehensive speech with fairness 
and good temper, but he complained of the unspecific nature of the 
resolutions. ‘The great object of Mr Huskisson had been the substi- 
tution of protective for prohibitive legislation, and such was the policy 
of the present government. He contended that a fixed duty on corn 
would operate injuriously, and in times of scarcity could not be main- 
tained ; while under the present system prices were equable and the 
supply of corn steady and regular. Protection and improvement in 
agriculture had been coincident, and the increase in the produce of 
the soil had been commensurate with the increase of the population, 
By their recent measures for the reduction of protective duties the 
present government had gone to the verge of throwing land out of 
cultivation and masses of the agricultural population out of employ- 
ment. He admitted that there were great difficulties in grappling 
with the question, as since the present government had come into 
— the population had increased one million and a half. The right 
ion. baronet then referred to various returns for the purpose of shows 
ing that the labouring classes, in amount of wages and command over 
the necessaries of life, were in a very different position from what 
they were a few years since. Admitting the influence of a good har- 
vest, he thought the government was entitled to some credit for the 
change. The right hon. gentleman then referred to the improved po- 
sition of our commercial affairs, and the lerge amount of capital in- 
vested in railway and other speculations. He disapproved of any go- 
vernment plan of emigration, inasmuch as voluntary emigration was 
at present going forward fully equal to the wants of our colonies, He 
believed the education of the people had been of late years materially 
improved, and that the means at present adopted for the purpose 
were carried out in the most efficient manner. After expressing the 
anxiety of the government to do everything in their power to promote 
the physical and moral welfare of the people, he concluded by meet- 
ing the proposition of the noble lord by moving the previous question. 

After a few words from Sir C. Burret, who contended that the 
labourers in his district were well paid and fed, 


Mr Lasoucuenre said he regarded a great portion of Sir J. Graham’s 
speech as supplying powerful arguments in aid of Lord J. Russell’s 
proposition. “xtended production, good seasous, enlarged supply, 
provisions cheaper, and wages higher, were all powerful encourage- 
ments to pursue a course of liberal and enlightened commercial 
policy. He urged on the government the necessity of availing them- 
selves of the opportunity now afforded them of improving our com~- 
mercial relations with foreign countries. . 

Sir J. Tyree complained of the distressed state of the agricultural 
classes, and said he could no longer place any confidence in the pre- 
sent government. He feared that the agricultural interest would be 
in no better position if the noble lord opposite came into power. 

Lord Po.tixerton did not think there was any just ground for the 
alarm of the agricultural interest. He advocated an improved system 
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of colonization rather than emigration, and thought a system of edu- 
cation without religion was worse than no education at all,

| Mr Vises maintained that the government had given no answer

| statements of Sir James Graham went to show that a more liberal

tricts (loud opposition eheers); and he had shown them that in every vil- 
| lage and in every parish the rate for the relief of the poor had diminished ; 
| that there were fewer people receiving parish relief, fewer out of employ- 
| ment, and much lees destitution in the country than when the price of food 
| was high, The right hon. baronet actually proved the case of the advocates 
of free trade (cheers), and he gave them the prices of the various articles of 
consumption, namely, of wheat, flour, meat, and sugar, and had shown the 
| reduction in the price ofeach, and how that reduction affected beneficially 
| the condition of the labourer, And this was the argument by which the 
| qnestion, whether the total abolition of all protective duties was not the 
means of improving instead of deteriorating the condition of the people, was 
met, (Hear, hear). The noble lord (Lord J. Russcll) had proved that the 
people were not advancing relatively with the wealth end prosperity of the 
country, and had told them that this was owing to their legislation, and it 
was in their power, by altering the system upon which they had legislated, 
to improve their condition. Now this statement of the noble lord's was 
useful, for it came at a time when many from fear or benevolence were always 
taiking in that house of the poor, and suggesting some erotchet or remedy 
for the distresses of one braneh of industry or another; but the noble lord 
suid, * Away with all this pretence and affected sympathy for the poor, 
unless you relieve yourselves from the charge that for the purpose of 
promoting your own interests you are the cause of their deterioration.” 
(Hear, hear). The noble lord told them fairly that they upheld the pre- 
sent system because they believed it to be most conducive to their own 
interests. He said,‘ You, the legislature, are the cause of the misery and 
distress of the poor, by passing laws to keep up the price of food.’ (Hear, 
hear). He (MrC. Villiers) did not defend the noble lord's conclusion, in 
one respect, but he thanked him for having advanced, and given the weight 
of his authority to, the very measure which he (Mr Villiers) would recom- 
mend for the benefit of the labouring classes, and of the people generally. 
(Hear). The noble lord had shown that when they compelled the people to 
pay hich prices for food, they were deprived of the comforts of life, and 
were rendered altogether incapable of providing education for their children. 
The noble lord said that by raising the price of food they injured and dete- 
riorated the condition of the working classes, while on the other side no man 
upheld the price of food he believed except for the purposes of protection. 
(Hear, hear.) They raised the price of food by these protective duties, that 
was their purpose (hear, hear), and the right hon. baronet the Home Secre- 
tury had told them what was the consequence of success in that object. He 
lad shown them, that ifthey had high prices they would return to the state 
of 1840 and 1841, andif they did not succeed by their legislation in raising 
prices—and that was their grievance—that they did not get so much for their 
wheat by 10s a quarter asthe right hon. baronet had promised the present 
law would give—then they were disappointed and complained of the govern- 
ment. Thore who advocated high prices, and those who witnessed the re- 
sults of low prices, were now together—let them solve the question as they 
would, the country would look on and judge between them. The advocates 
of high prices were now about to withdraw their confidence from the mi- 
vistry,and why ? Because they got 46s a quarter for their wheat instead of 
56s, (Hear, hear). Did anybody doubt that that was the reason ? ( Hear, 
hear). And what was the natural and only conclusion, that they would with- 
draw their confidence from a ministry because they had not produced misery 
enough, crime enough, disease enough, and death enough. (Loud cheers).”” 
Ile did not expect the resolutions of his noble friend would meet with 
much favour from the house; but the discussion would form an ap- 
propriate preliminary one to his motion on the corn laws. 
After a short address from Mr Scott, on the motion of Mr P. 
Howard, the debate was adjourned till Wednesday. 


Wednesday, May 28. 


Mr Puitir Howanv resumed the debate on Lord John Russell's 
resolutions, condemning them.—Mr Escort followed on the same 
side, giving the protective system, however, some heavy blows as he 
went along :— 
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“ The fact was,” he said, “that the system of protection was shattered 
and tottering, and every succeeding discussion served to knock out another 
stone from the ill-constructed arch, There was but one rational way to de- 
fend protection. If it could not be supported as the mexns of ensuring a 
certain domestic supply of corn, and thereby, on an ave rage number of years 
enabling the consumer to procure it cheaper, he thought it could vot be de- 
fended at all. (Loud cries of “hear, hear,” from the opposition.) He 
thought no statesman could defend protection of one of the first necessaries 
of life upon the ground that it would put money into the pockets of the 
owners of land. (Hear, hear.) He believed that all the arguments which 
had been made by those who had put themselves forward as the exclusive 
defenders of protection, had only tended to prove that such protection could 
not much longer be maintained. (Cheers from the opposition.) It might 
be injurious to his interests to make snch an avowal, but although he had 
received favours from individuals who differed from him in that opinion, he 
felt that they were not favours which had been bought at any sacrifice of 
his own integrity, and they should not he preserved or continued if their 
preservation and continuance could not be secured consistently with what 
he conscientiously believed to be his duty to the house, the country and the 
people who had sent him to Parliament, (Cheers, )” ? 


Captain Pechell having spoken in favour of, and Sir John Walsh 
against, the resolutions, 

Lord Howick defended the policy which Lord J. Russell had re- 
commended to the adoption of the house in these resolutions, and 
contended that that policy had been met by arguments sin ilarly 
inconclusive. He had expected that Sir James Graham, when he 
rose to speak in behalf of her Majesty’s government, would have said 
either that the condition of the labourer was satisfactory, and that 
the interference of parliament was therefore unnecessary, or that it 
fell short of what every man desired, but that any improvement of it 
was beyond the reach of the legislature, and that it was therefore 
better for parliament not to interfere, lest its interference should

house, and made a speech filled with details aud arguments, not 
refuting, but confirming every statement of Lord John Russel] and 
had concluded it, to the surprise of everybody, by moving the re 
vious question.

plained, and which he wished to redress, arose from the inability of 
the labourer to command sufficient remuneration for his labour; ang 
the object of the present motion was to obtain from parliament q | 
recognition of the existence of a state of things in which its interfer. 
ence was absolutely necessary. It had been said that these reggly. | 
tions embraced too wide a field; but in that opinion he could hot 
concur. ‘They were important, not only for the propositions which 
they included, but also for the propositions which they excluded, 
They were also closely and inseparably connected with each other; 
for the country was aiden at present both from the moral effects 
of mental ignorance, and from the physical effects of individug) 
poverty. Poverty was too often the result of ignorance, and of the | 
improvidence which ignorance created: on the other hand, it was | 
often the cause of ignorance itself ; for how could it be expected that | 
a population suffering from hunger and distress would ever think of | 
obtaining the blessings of education? Lord J. Russell had pointed 
out the measures which he thought would prove the best combination | 
for remedying the double evil under which the country was now 
suffering. He was well aware that any attempt to raise wages by | 
parliamentary interference would only tend to aggravate the evil | 
which he deplored. ‘The measures which Lord J. Russell looked | 
forward to as the means of mitigating the distress of the labourer 
were such as would free industry and labour from the restrictions 
under which they were suffering at present. He confessed that some 
of those restrictions—for instance, those by which you prevented 
parties who produced clothes by manufacture from exchanging their 
produce with those who produced corn—appeared to him to have 
been framed almost with the intention of thwarting the designs of 
Providence. ‘The noble lord then proceeded at great length to point 
out the impolicy of supporting the existing corn laws, for the pro- 
tection, as some asserted, but for the ultimate destruction, as he con- 
tended, of the agricultural interest, and to show that the repeal of 
those laws would increase trade in every part of the country, and 
thus benefit all the industrious classes of the community. Such were 
the views which he entertained, and, entertaining them, he gave his 
cordial support to the resolutions on the subject of protective duties 
and of the corn laws; but he would not conceal from the house that 
he went far beyond Lord J. Russell in the conclusion which he drew 
from his facts. He thought that the time for compromise was gone 
by, and that the conclusion to which parliament ought now to come 
was, that the system of restriction which takes the bread out of the 
mouths of the labouring classes ought to be completely abandoned. 

Sir J. Hanmer said he could not vote for the resolutions of the 
noble lord without evincing ingratitude towards the govervment, 
which, though it had not gone quite so far as he could have wished, 
had yet done a vast deal towards improving the condition and pro- 
spects of the whole community, He was, however, in favour of a low 
fixed duty on imported corn. 

Sir R. Pee denied that the thin attendance in the house during 
the greater part of the evening could be ascribed to any apathy on 
the part of its members with respect to the welfare of the labour 
classes. On the contrary, he viewed it as an indication of the genera 
impression which prevailed that the noble lord had not introduced 
his various resolutions in a manner which rendered it possible to 
act upon them with practical effect. He could not attempt to ven- 
ture upon the discussion of topics so multifarious, many of them of 
great importance, and each of them suflicient to justify a long debate. 
lt was far better to deal practically with these various subjects as 
they became ripe for legislation, instead of dealing in promises, which, 
however easily made, were sometimes very difficult, as they had very 
recently experienced, to be carried out in all their details. Govern- 
ment had already done much towards the advancement of education 
and of other matters referred to in the resolutions of the noble lord; 
and they were ready to avail themselves of every opportunity as it 
arose, to propose practical measures for the improvement of the 
condition of the labouring classes. He had not by his measures 
hitherto gained the confidence of the opposition benches, while, if he 
was to believe the hon. baronet who represented Essex, he had lost 
the confidence of the great agricultural body. How that might be 
he knew not ; but, if that confidence could be re-purchased by asian 
expression of regret for the course pursued by his government, He 
would not consent to make it, feeling as he did that the course was 
productive of essential benefit to every class of the community, and 
Without inflicting the slightest injury upon the agricultural interest. 

Lord Joux Russext replied principally with reference to the Corn 
Law question, which he earnestly impressed on the house should be 
settled in a time of tranquillity and prosperity, and directed himself, 
in conclusion, to the subject of confidence in ministers :— 

“ That the measures of the right honourable baronet should have lost for 
him the confidence of honourable gentlemen on his own side of the house 
was not surprising, while they had not been of that character to secure for 
him that of his opponents. But though he agreed with the honourable 
member for Essex, that he had, considering the understanding ge w 
he had supported the right honourable baronet in obtaining h _ present 
position, grounds for withdrawing his confidence, he disagreed with him, 
and those who thought with him, that the importation of foreign cattle and 
Canadian corn had injured the farmers of this country. He did not believe 
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rtations had been at all injurious; those importations he 
nad but little effect on the markets of this country, but if 
those were greater, he was of opinion it would be for the benefit 
rather than the injury of this country. The agricultural interest must 
jook for their prosperity to the prosperity of the country pate. So far 
he differed from the honourable gentleman opposite. (Hear, hear.) But 
when they went on to say that they had been led to expect that the present 
yernment would be in favour of protection, and against free trade, he 

t t they were fully justified in that observation. (Cheers.) In fact, 
the trath of it was undeniable. The speeches of the right honourable 
paronet (Sir Robert Peel) and his friends in 1839 and 1840, tended to pro- 
duce, and no doubt did produce, an impression that they were the deter- 
mined friends and advocates of what was understood as protection to the 
industry of this country (hear, hear, hear) ; and while he said that their 
subsequent measures had been in many respects useful and not pernicious, 
that was no ground of confidence in them on the part of any party, for it 
could not be denied that they had, by declaring against our course of policy, 
carried the election of 1841, and having thus obtained office, had proposed 
measures, which he admitted to be beneficial to the country, but at the 
same time directly opposed to those declarations. (Hear, hear.) As the 
right honourable baronet had raised this question of confidence, this was 
his(Lord John Russell’s) answer. But if the honourable baronet, the 
member for Essex, after what he had said, should take the course of the 
honourable baronet the member for Devon (Sir J. Y. Buller) in 1841], and 
move a vote of want of confidence in the government, he (Lord J. Russell) 
should hesitate before he agreed with him in that motion (hear, hear); for 
what he had to consider now was how they were likely best to carry into 
effect those measures which were most favourable to their principles. He 
saw very well that if those who now sat on the opposition benches were in 
office, and were to propose liberal measures, they would be opposed by the 
honourable baronet the member for Essex—very consistently, no doubt ; 
for the honourable baronet had not intimated any change in his opinions; 
they would be opposed by the honourable baronet and his friends, and by 
those now in office, and be defeated. Therefore, desiring to see measures 
in confurmity with those principles he had declared, and endeavoured to 
carry when in office, carried into effect, he feit that his better course was 
not to vote with the honourable baronet the member for Essex in favour of 


|| such a motion, if proposed, against the present government. These were his 
|| opinions, not only as to the general question of import duties and these re- 


solutions, but as to that of confidence in the government. He thought if 
those Whig principles he and his friends advocated were to be carried 
into effect, they would, under present circumstances, be more likely to be 
carried into effect by the present government than by their opponents. 
(Hear, hear.)” 

When the house went to a division, there appeared—For Mr S. 
Crawford’s amendment, 33 ; against it, 253—majority, 220. 

The house again divided on the previous question, when the 
minister's desire to prevent Lord John Russell's resolutions from 
being put to the house was successful by 182 votes to 104, and the 
resolutions were consequently thrown overboard.

Question or Privitece.—The Soxricrror-Genrrat brought up 
the report of the committee appointed to consider of the position in 
which the pore of the house were placed by the decision of the 
judges in the case of “ Howard v. Gossett.”

“Many most important railway bills, wpon which parties had expended immense 
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sums of money in proving their case before committees, might oy through their last 
stages in that house at so late a period of the session that it would be absolutely impos- 
sible for the other house to take them into consideration. He thought it was now time 
to consider whether means should not be taken to prevent the injury and inconvenience 
which such a circumstance must occasion.” 

—Sir George Clerk said that, to allow bills to be taken up in the next ses- 
sion at that precise point in the proceedings where they might have been 
dropped in the present, would be a course wholly without a precedent. 
The matter was under the anxious consideration of government, but he 
thought it would be wise on their part to suggest no remedy until a later 
period of the session. Lord John Russell and Lord Howick condemned 
delay in the matter. 


Mr O’Driscoti. —Some of the recent freaks of this notorious Irish ma- 
gistrate, who has been twice removed and twice replaced upon the commis- 
sion of the peace, were once more the subject of comment, on Monday 
night. Lord Brougham brought the matter forward :— 

“Atthe Skibbereen sessions, about ten days ago, Mr O'Driscoll had used language 

from the bench which amounted to a challenge to one of his colleagues sitting on the 
bench to fight a duel; and it exceeded all that he (Lord Brougham) had ever heard of 
respecting the conduct of magistrates on the bench, engaged in the administration of 
justice. Here was a magistrate, presiding at sessions, who conducted himself in such 
a way that he was actually threatened by his brother magistrates to be bound over to 
keep the peace, he having committed a most grievous breach of the peace, by threaten- 
ing to fight a duel with a brother magistrate.” 
Lord Mounteashel defended Mr O'Driscoll; but several speakers, on both 
sides of the house, very strongly condemned him. Eventually, the Lord 
Chancellor said, that he would write to the Lord Chancellor of Ireland for 
an explanation. 

Matt DrawBack Bitt.—On Wednesday night, Mr Stafford O’Brien 
moved the second reading of this bill, the object of which was to procure 
admission for foreign malt to feed cattle here free of duty. It was opposed 
by the government on the ground that it would be impossible to prevent @ 
fraudulent use of malt so admitted, and that the revenue would in conse- 
quence suffer. Mr O'Brien ultimately withdrew the bill.

Tue Twenty Pounn Crause, anv Laws or Bankruptcy anp In- 
soLveNcy.—A meeting of traders and others took place on Tuesday 
afternoon, at the London Tavern, for the purpose of taking into con- 
sideration the propriety of petitioning parliament for an amendment 
of the act abolishing imprisonment for debts under 207, and for other 
unprovements in the laws of bankruptey and insolvency. Amongst 
the gentlemen present, with others who had convened the meeting, 
were John Masterman, Esq., M.P.; B. Hawes, Es q-, M.P.; W, 
Hawes, Esq. ; the High Bailiff of Southwark ; Mr Hayward, Mr W. 
Cory, Messrs 'T. and W. Hawes, Mr Gassiot, Mr Moffat, Messrs J. 
and W. Nicholson, Joseph Travers, Esq., Mr Saull, Mr Chambers, 
gc. John Masterman, Esq., M.P., was called tothe chair; and John 
Curtis, Esq., the honorary secretary and solicitor to the society, read 
the advertisement convening the meeting. The Chairman, in opening 
the proceedings of the day, made q few observations relative to the 
state of the insolvent law. He had heard, he said, that the alteration 
in the law respecting freedom from arrest for debts under 20/ had 
injuriously affected the traders of London, and that being the case, 
he felt himself called upon to come forward and render his assistance 
with a view to the alteration of laws which produced such effects. 
The main object of the meeting was to apply for such an alteration 


of the law as would give to the creditor a complete and entire control 


over the property of the debtor, which was not now the case. They 
would keep in mind, however, that there was no desire—at least 
such was fie understanding of the meeting—to take the person of 
the debtor, unless in the event of fraud being proved against him. 
After these and a few other observations, the chairman called upon 
Mr B. Lawes, M.P., to move the first resolution. Mr Hawes accord- 
ingly came forward, and said that in moving this resolution he would 
observe, that what they wished to do was to alter the new law, which 
gave too great facilities to the debtor to escape the claims of his 
creditor. The old Roman law made the debtor the slave of the 
creditor ; the recent English law, on the contrary, made the debtor 
almost the master of the creditor, These were the extremes of the 
scale, and both were objectionable. What they wanted was, that 
the trader should have some simple, proper, and cheap method of 
getting ut the property of his debtor or debtors, and disposing of it 
for the benefit of his creditors. His object was simply to obtain 
effective means whereby the property of the debtor might be taken; 
he would, therefore, beg to submit the following resolution :— 

“ That this meeting is deeply sensible ef the injury which has been in- 
flicted on trade generally by the recent alteration of the law of debtor and 
creditor, especially the abolition of imprisonment on final process for debts 
under 202, whereby the facility of committing fraud has been increased, and 
the risk of punishment lessened, without the substitution of any adequate

With the revival of trade, the spirit of building has also revived ; in 
all parts of the neighbourhood houses spring up, and, what is better 
still, there seems a demand for them the moment they are finished.—

‘Tue Guano TravE 1x Satpanua Bay. — At a meeting of the 
merchants and others interested in the guano trade, held at Liverpool 
on Thursday, it was stated that a representation had been made to 
the Colonial Secretary, to the effect that the guano at Ichaboe being 
exhausted, vessels in the trade now proceeded to Saldanha, but they 
were not allowed to take the material away without a licence from 
the authorities at the Cape of Good Hope, for which 20s per registered 
ton was required. This impost, it was stated, amounted to upwards 
of 20 per cent of the selling price of the article in this country; and 
in consequence of its being of an inferior quality, the importers were 
not able to realise the costs; therefore, as a means of relief, they de- 
sired the abolition or reduction of the licence-money. ‘The reply of 
Lord Stanley was to the effect that the subject would receive proper 
attention. It was mentioned incidentally that upwards of 50,000/ 
were involved in this question in Liverpool alone, and that one 
gentleman was interested to the extent of 5,000/. Eventually a de- 
putation of three merchants was appointed to proceed to London 
to wait upon Lord Stanley, with the view of procuring, if possible, 
a remission of the licence fees, and the return of the moneys already 


paid. 





SCOTLAND. 





Tne Caurcn or Scorrann.—The sittings of the General Assembly 
of the supreme judicatory of the church, commenced on Thursday, 
last week, at the Victoria ifall, Castle hill. According to custom, the 
most noble the Marquis of Bute, her Majesty's representative in the 
General Assembly, held his first levee in the forenoon of that day, in 
the ancient palace of Holyrood. There were at least 400 persons 
presented to his grace. The business of the assembly was afterwards 
commenced and continued on Friday and Saturday, and during the 
present week, without offering any thing of interest to the general 
reader.—On Thursday also, the fourth meeting of the Assembly of 
the Free Protestant Church took place in the hall at Canoumills. 
As on last occasion, the centre of the hall in front of the platform 
was set apart for the members, of whom there was a full attendance. 
The seats allotted for the public were well filled, by far the greater 
proportion of them being occupied by females. ‘This assembly also 
continued its sittings on Friday and Saturday. Both bodies have re- 
solved on petitioning Parliament against the Maynooth bill; and the 
assembly of the Established Church petitions also against Mr Ruther- 
ford’s bill for the abolition of tests in the Scottish Universities. 

Univensity Tests.—A majority of the professors of Marischal 
College, Aberdeen, have published their assent to the proposed aboli- 
tion of the present tests of admission to the university chairs, but pro- 
pose in their stead a declaration of belief in the divine authority of 
the Bible, and that the parties shall not teach or inculcate anything 
at variance with the Westminster Confession of Faith. 

Satmon Fisninc.—The statistics of our salmon fishings are be- 
guning to be more worthy of record. We cannot report any im- 
provement in the Ness fishings. ‘There is, however, no lack of good 
trout, and they are sold at from 4d to 6d per lb. A few salmon are 
cecasionally brought to town, and they are disposed of at 9d per Ib, 
being, from the effects of the carriage, less firm and palatable than 
those which are not transferred from the localities where they have

tion. 

Tue Repeat Association met, as usual, on Monday, in the Con- 
ciliation hall—Counsellor Moriarty in the chair. The Irish Educa- 
tion bill was the chief topic of discussion. Mr 8. O'Brien led the 
way by feebly condemning the measure, but giving his approval to 
the mixed system of education. Mr O'Connell gave the measure no 
quarter :— 

* As a politician, he denounced the present bill, and he would say a more 

atrocious bill never was proposed. He would not accept of this bill, but 
considered it a mere nefarious attempt to extend profligacy and corruption. 
Why, they called a bill creating sycophants and speculators a bill for ex- 
tending education. What education can they give that wilf mitigate the 
corruption of this bill? He would like to know what chance a liberal 
would have of an appointment under the proposed system. Ife emphati- 
cally denounced the measure. Thorgh he was unwilling to go to London, 
yet, unless the government consented to make the amendments souglit for, 
he would go and oppose this noxious measure to the last. (Hear, hear, 
and cheers.) And he thought the duty would devolve upon him, for the 
answer which the bishops received to this memorial was such as to lead 
—_ to believe that the government would stand by the bill as pro- 
posed.” 
Mr H. Grattan, M.P., and Mr John O'Connell followed on the same 
side. A rather animated discussion then ensued on the merits of the 
bill, between the “ Young Ireland” party and the “Old Iveland” 
party, the former declaring in favour of a mixed system of education, 
as tending to the amalgamation of all parties, which they considered 
as highly advantageous. The speakers in favour of mixed education 
were Mr Davis and Mr M. J. Barry, barrister. Mr O'Connell then 
rose, and proceeded to combat the propositions made by the latter- 
named gentleman, and declared himself for “ Old Ireland,” and anim- 
adverted on the importance which “ Young Ireland” had so un- 
warrantably assumed. He was glad that that party had at last openly 
declared itself, and that they could now understand the dark mutter- 
ings which had been uttered in other places, This quarrel was after- 
wards made up.

Tue Iatsu Catnotirc Bisnors anp THE Epucation Scuemr.— 
On Saturday a deputation from the Irish Roman Catholic bishops 
waited upon the Lord Lieutenant, to present to him the memorial 
adopted by them in reference to the education scheme. His Excel- 
lency seemed to be of opinion that there would be no serious diffi- 
culty on any point suggested in the memorial, with the exception of 
the appointment of a board of trustees in whom the nomination of 
the professors should be vested. On that point his Excellency stated 
it as his conviction that the government would feel it their duty to 
give a decided negative. The change sought in this respect involved 
a principle to which he conceived the government would feel bound to 
adhere ; but, in regard to the matters of detail suggested, every dis- 
position existed to render the measure as useful and satisfactory as 
possible, ‘The Times’ correspondent says :—“ It is reported in Roman 
Catholic circles that the resolutions of the prelates by no means 
speak the genuine sentiments of the majority of the body—that, in 
fact, the government measure met with almost unanimous approval, 
but that, calculating on the pliancy of the Premier, it was deter- 
mined to ask as much as possible, with the moral certainty that the 
Minister would yield something to satisfy their religious seruples.” 

Raitway AccomMopation.—We wish our English companies 
would take a lesson from our Irish brethren. On the Dublin and 
Kingstown line no train starts to which a first, second, and third- 
class series of carriages is not attached. By this means the poor 
man is not obliged to wait, and waste his valuable time, till the com- 
pany he supports chooses to supply him with a conveyance. _ 
second-class carriages are fitted up, not only with comfort, but ele- 
gance—the seats are well cushioned, and the sides either oh 
enclosed, according to the option of the traveller. And what is the 
consequence of this arrangement?

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When the price of shares, on which 100/ has been id, is quoted at 
250/, we think that the question is easily disposed of ; and we ask, is 
it not a disgrace, that a country whose resources are so limited as 
those of Ireland, should set an example of munificence to a nation 
that boasts of its wealth like England ? Satisfactory as the accom- 
modation may be on some of our own lines, we say it with experience 
and with truth, that in no one are arrangements carried out so con-

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COMMERCE OF GERMANY. 


The long-expected official report of the proceedings of the so-called 
“ eommercial parliament,” held in Berlin from March 29 to April 12, 
has at length partly appeared. ‘This convention was composed of the 
leading manufacturers of Prussia and of the Rhenish provinces, and 
was formed at the direct invitation of the president of the newly- 
created Tribunal of Commerce. ; 

Previously to the commencement of their deliberations the mem- 
bers of the assembly were presented with a memorial, containing all 
the inquiries and propositions which had been already made in refe- 


own measures. The published part of the report first refers to the 
continual decay of the once flourishing linen trade in Germany, and 
proves that falling off by the following statistical details :—From 1833 
to 1839, the annual average value of the linen exports exceeded that 
of the imports by 15,800,370 rix dollars; from 1840 to 1842, by 
12,751,262 rix dollars; and in the year 1843, by only 7,572,448 rix 
dollars, about 50 per cent less than in the year 1837. : 

This decrease in the above important branch of German industry 
has, it appears, been very sensibly felt in the Prussian dominions, 
santeutacly in Silesia and Westphalia. ‘The report traces this decay 
to three causes; viz., the increase of the import duties in France, 
Belgium, and Spain ; the defects in the cultivation of flax, and in the 
manufacture of linen in Germany, and the competition of the English, 
particularly in Transatlantic countries, where, moreover, the use of 
cotton oe is on the increase. The report, after stating that the 
first of these causes can only be removed of course by the concession 
on the part of the above three countries of a more advantageous 
system of import duties, and that endeavours to remove the second 
have been already made by the introduction of a better system of 
flax cultivation; the establishment of spinning-schools (as long as 
hand-spinning cannot be dispensed with), and the distribution of pre- 
miums, proceeds as follows :— 
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“To the year 1840, 419 spinning establishments, with 1].124 horae-power 
and 1.668,600 spindles were in full employment. From 1796 to 1798 Eng- 
land imported, principally from Germany, yarns to the value of more than 
four millions of rix dollars, and linens to that of five millions. In the year 
1844, however, the former country not only supplied its own wants, but ex- 
ported yarn to the value of seven millions of rix dollars, and linens to that 


| hand should obtain the preference might be considered settled, for the 
| latter kind was advantageously used only in the finest or the very coarsest 
| sort of linens, in which there was little traffic. If Germany wished to com- 
| pete with England, it must employ all the powers of machinery, and, by a 
| great concentration of efforts in great undertakings, be prepured to take 
| advantage of any favourable conjunctures.” 

The report then refers to the special advantages enjoyed by the 
English fax machine-spinning establishments compared with those 
of Germany, and adduces them in the following proportions and 
particulars :— 

“ With regard to the building, including the ground, &c. 40 per cent in 
favour of England. With respect to the construction of spinning machines, 
a spindle or jenny costs in England 13 rix dollars and 10 silbergroschen, and 
in Germany 18 rix dollars. With reference to the other materials, Germany 
labours under a comparitive disadvantage of 20 to 30 per cent. The inte- 
rest of money is | per cent less in England. The lower rate of wages in 
Germany is not productive at present of any advantage, in consequence of 
the want of experience and of skilfulness ( Geschisklichkeit ) in that country.” 

Jt is observed, in the report, that a difference of opinion exists 
with respect to the relative cost of buildings in the two countries, 
The report strongly urges the necessity of speedily erecting spinning 
establishments, with proper machinery, and ciaims to that effect the 
assistance of the state. It is stated that 45 such establishments, each 
with 10,000 spinning jennies, would be requisite, in order to supply 
the linen industry with the yarn required for home use, and it is added 
that the capital necessary to construct and manage them is 18,900,000 
rix-dollars. Amongst the remedial measures suggested by the “com- 
mercial parliament” are the encire removal of the duties on English 
machinery and on flax, and a 1° en duty on linens and linen yarns, 
with a drawback on exports of those articles. It is also proposed to 
raise first the duty on yarns to the amount of 5 silbergroschen per 
cwt for the first year; afterwards to double it yearly until it mathes 
2 rix dollars 20 sgr, and then to lower it yearly by 5 sgr. Secondly, 
to raise the import duty on foreign raw linen yarns to 4 rix dollars 
per cwt, and beyond that amount for bleached and linen thread yarns, 
with a drawback or premium for exports. As it is highly probable 
that the suggestions of the convention referred to wil! greatly in- 
fluence the resolutions of the deputies to the approachin grand com- 
mercial congress at Carlsruhe (which is now positively fixed for the 
beginning of July), we shall not fail to publish an analysis of the 
remaining portion of the report as soon as it makes its appearance.

Extensive Ropseries 1N THE Frencu Post-Orrice.—The 
National mentions a report that letters, containing money to the 
amount of some hundred thousand francs, have at different times 
been stolen at the post office; and a Rouen journal mentions the ab- 
straction of one containing nearly 25,000f in bills from that city, by 
an employe in in the Paris post office, who, it says, has been arrested. 
“In confirmation of the above, we now learn,” says Galignani ot 
Tuesday, “that complaints from various quarters had recently put 
the authorities of the post office on the alert, a number of bills and 
cheques having been extracted from letters, It was soon discovered 
that a young supernumerary, aged 21, named Jacob Vaubezon, son 
of a notary at Alengon, lived in a style altogether above his station 
in life ; he supped every night at the Cafe Anglais, kept an expensive 
mistress, and was known to purchase from time to time jewellery to 
a large amount. He was arrested on Saturday, and on him was found 
an order for 5,000f, which he acknowledged he had taken the evening 
before from a letter, in which were other securities, part of which he 
had given to an accomplice, and burned the rest. The prisoner also 
avowed that, for the last five months, he had been in the habit of 
opening letters and taking out the contents, always destroying by fire 
whatever presented any difficulty in beiyg realised. In this way, he 
said, he had not long since burned a remittance of 110,000f, sent to 
the house of Rothschild and Co. The prisoner’s mistress, a girl 
named Divay, was also taken into custody, and from her statements 
it appeared that the accomplice alluded to was Gustave Lebourgeois, 
son of the battonier of the avocats of Alencgon ; that this young man 
lived most expensively, and had for mistress a girl aged 21, taking 
the quality of equestrian artiste, named Sergent, but better known 
tu the frequenters of the Salle Mabille by the appellation of Queen 
Pomare, living in the rue de Ja Michodiere, No. 25, in the same house 
with Lebourgeois, but in a different apartment. The young man 
was arrested in the morning of Suaday at his lodging, but the girl 
was absent. This was, however, of less importance, as she was sure 
to be found in the evening at her usual haunt, the Jardin Mabille, 
the theatre of her polka triumphs. In fact, she arrived with her 
accustomed punctuality, about eight o’clock, and was soon figuring 
away in a quadrille, having for vis-a-vis the fair Mogador, her rival. 
The police agent, not wishing to trouble the harmony of the even- 
ing, waited patiently until the ball came to an end, and then in- 
formed Queen Pomare that he had a warrant to arrest her, and 
carry her without delay before the prefecture of police. Her as- 
tonishment and despair were at first pitiable, but, after the first 
shock was past, she showed a good grace in complying with the 
disturb of the agent. Vaubezon has made a full avowal. Lebour- 
geois still denies, though feebly, his participation in the affair. A 
quantity of letters from the latter have been seized in Queen Po- 
mare's lodgings.”

* A few weeks back, public attention was aroused by the report of an in- 
nest on a Mr Henry Cordwell, headed * THE Hom@opatuic System : 
beyond this heading there was nothing in the report which had any bear- 
ing whatever upon Homeopathy, since, although the deceased gentleman 
had been under my care until the three or four days preceding his death, 
and had been treated by me according to the Homeopathic system, the pro- 
riety of that treatment was not in the slightest degree called in question. 
Mr Cordwell’s case, however, was one of that class which call not only for 
medical treatment, but also for the exercise of the strictest care on the part 
of the professional adviser, with regard to dietetic ‘and hygeic rules; and 
the course which I had adopted in this latter resycct having been brought 
ut in evidence, the jury unanimously resolved that it was such as to awaken 
‘the strongest feelings of indignation and disgust ‘—expressions with which 
Mr Wakley the coroner, himself a medical man, took occasion emphatically 
to state his ‘cordial’ concurrence, This being aimed at an Homm@opathic 
practitioner, appeared, no doubt, to the enemies of Homeopathy, amongst 
whom Mr Wakley has long been most prominent, capable of being repre- 
sented as a severe blow against that system; and hence the wide use that 
has been made of it. No one, however, except through ignorance, could 
adopt this view ; because Hom opathy is simply a system of medicine, and 
stands as much as any other system of medicine independent of any dietetic 

rules which its practitioners may adopt. 

“It will thus be [seen that the expressions of the jury must be regarded 
simply as directed against the dietetic rules which I prescribed in Mr Cord- 
well’s case ; and 1 think it right, therefore, to lay that case fully before the 
public, in order that a judgment may be formed of their propriety. At the

titioner ought not to suffer prejudice in the eyes of the public by any ex-

he,grounded his orders, or to call in evidence from other medical men as to 
whether those orders could be shown to be necessarily injurious and incor- 
rect. 

“I propose, in the first place, to state the entire case of Mr Cordwell, 
from the period when he first placed himself under my treatment until the 
day on which my attendance was dispensed with ; next, toSinsert a report 
of the inquest ; and to conclude with such observations as the subject de- 
mands,” 

—Without passing judgment on homeopathy generally, we cannot 
| refrain from saying ia this matter that we think Dr Curie in the 
| right. He makes out a good case for himself, and a bad one for the 
other practitioners, and for Mr Wakley and his jury. It is not for 
us to a with Mr Wakley about the details of medical treatment. 
But we had thought it known to all the world by this time that the 
stomach should not be gorged with food during a state of febrile 
excitement. With the true 7imes-anti-poor law horror of low diet,

_ his jury should have had to inquire into the death at all, unless, 
indeed, it was to do some injury to Dr Curie, as if taking his case 
| out of his hands, in its very heat and crisis, and killing his patient 
| besides, were not of themselves sufficiently annoying! As things 
have happened, however, it is evident that Dr Curie comes best, 
and indeed alone well, out of the business. The pamphlet is written 
in aclear, distinct, and sufficiently popular style to render it interest- 
ing to the general reader. And after so much was made of this case 
in the morning papers, we shall be glad to know that Dr Curie’s re- 
marks in reply attract the attention which they appear to us to de- 
serve, This much we are bound to say of the treatises on the system 
of medicine which come before us—they are clear and open, and al- 
together devoid of that professional mystery in which some writers 
and ee delight. The pamphlet before us is peculiarly 
entitled to this remark, and we commend it to our readers.

The corn laws have 
been in the same position; scarcely could an agitation be got up 
against them. The League leaders are my witnesses. But I ask, 
how long is one abuse to be made to justify another? And when 
is this tinkering of our institutions to come to anend? Where is 
this eternal interference of government to stop? This heaping up of 
project upon project, to what does it tend? To mischief, and to mis- 
chief on/y, as you, sir, have most ably demonstrated in your “ Cur- 
rency and Banking” articles ; and what you say on ¢frade to the go- 
vernment (and I agree with you), we, voluntarics, say on education 
and religion—“ Let it alone.” ©! if our legislators could be per- 
suaded to spend but one-half of a session, not in doing, but in undoing, 
they would be deserving of, and would receive, the thanks of a grate- 
ful people. 

There may be, and are, many social evils among us, but I cannot 
bring myself to think that thrusting our hands into the state exche- 
quer is the way to cure them. Besides, if the treasury is overflowing, 
why not remit it to the peopic in the shape of !ess taxation, and thus 
enable them to educate themselves? Before Uc overplus can reach 
the exchequer, it has to be tithed by the tax-collector ; and before it 
can get back to the people again, another per centage has to be given 
to commissioners and trustees, §c. ; and after that is done, it is ques- 
tionable if projects emanating from and conducted by government 
are the cheapest and most efficient. In almost every point of view, | 
am opposed to government taking upon itself the office of a school- 
master, or having the appointment of such, nor does the national 
system, which is said to work well in Ireland, obviate my objections ; 
for it remains to be seen what the people would have achieved for 
themselves under an equitable system of taxation and an honest 
administration. 

I frankly admit, however, that the question of government inter- 
ference isa complicated one. What things it ought, and ought not to 
do, in this, our artificial state of society, may well beget a difference of 
opinion ; but it has often struck me that the arguments which have 
been used with such efficiency against its interference with trade, ap- 
ply with equal force against its interference with education and re- 

igion. The viciousness of protection (falsely so called) stands out as 
conspicuously in the latter as in the former case. The State Church 
and the universities are protected interests, and out of these have come 
the chief opponents of every reform that has been projected during the 
last century. This is so notorious, that it has grown into aproverb. At 
this moment, the chief, if not the only, obstacle to corn-law repeal is the 
Established Charch ; and although some of the ablest advocates of this 
repeal are members of this ath, they will, I am sure, admit that the 
greatest difficulty they have to overcome is the opposition of church- 
men, and the various interests that are ramified with this state 
institution. 

For this reason, then, among others, I would not add to the number 
of these institutions—I would not create obstacles for future reformers 
to cope with ; but, as far as lay in my power, I would endeavour to 
render our system of government less complex, and to abridge its 
patronage, which is notoriously used for party purposes, and not with 
any reference to the general good. Here, as in trade, we cannot pro- 
tect all; therefore, let us protect none, for protection of the few is 
robbery of the many. 

Differing greatly as I do from the faith of catholics, and holdin 
also some peculiar views as to the necessity of an ecclesiastica 
order, 1 am nevertheless constrained to admit that, if this necessity 
exists, the catholic priests of Ireland fulfil its functions and perform 
its duties ina manner superior to the priests of any other sect that 
I am acquainted with. ‘Therefore, to use an idea of your own in re- 
gard to the banking systems, instead of assimilating the condition of 
of the Irish priest to that of the established clergy, I would reverse 
the procedure, and endeavour to conform the worst system of 
management to the best. The bape pr tenets of the established 
clergy need not be disturbed, and, of course, a due regard should be 
paid to the existing life-interests of incumbents. What a flat con- 
tradiction does the existence of Irish priesthood, as it has now been 
for centuries, give to all the fine sayings about voluntaryism of Mr 
Macaulay and other honourable members of the Commons’ house.

A., Bacup.—ZJn the application of free electricity to agriculture, il is essential that the 
buried wires should lie due north and south, east and west, and that the suspended 
wire should be \5 feet from the ground, and running due north and south by the com- 
pass. We should fear that the suspended wire passing near a tree will be injurious, 
as the points of leaves are strong conductors of electricity. We have not seen any 
case in which its effect is described, or where it has been tried. The reason that Dr 
Forster gives for placing the suspended wire so high, is to avoid the powerful attrac- 
tion which the points of the growing plant have for free electricity. A similar objec- 
tion would arise from the presence of the leaves of trees. There can be no objection 
to the shape of the ground. :

DUTY FREE GOODS.—IMPORTANT DECISION. 

Tue practice of giving a bond for the re-exportation of such goods 
as have hitherto been entered for shipment, has now been ren- 
dered no longer necessary in regard to those goods on which the 
import duty has been entirely repealed, and they are accordingly 
exported without such bond. But a question still existed, whether 
or not such goods as were imported contrary to the navigation 
laws, and, therefore, under the old law entered in for exportation 
only, still required such bond. The law officers have decided, that 
neither in respect to such goods is any bond required, but that all 
duty free goods, however imported, can be re-exported without 
bond on free cocket. 





WOOL SALES. 


The public sales of colonial and other wools, which began on the 
13th instant, were concluded on ‘Ihursday evening. The attendance 
of buyers was as large as usual, and from the shortness of the stock 
of wool in the hands of both manufacturers and staplers, the prices 
of last sales have been more than fully maintained. Many of the new 
wools were of fiver quality, and in much better condition, and there- 
fore the prices quoted below will appear to be very much higher than 
those of last sules; but the advance, taking quality and condition 
into account, s not much over 5 per cent, and that not on all wools.

‘he preceding accounts show a decrease in the circulation of 
247,791/; an increase in the deposits of 505,120/; a decrease in 
the securities of 13,1702; and an increase in the bullion of 
273,381/, when compared with the accounts of last week. 

The chief object of remark is the large decrease of circulation 
and the increase of bullion, with an increase of deposits of no less 
than 505,120/. The extensive operations of railway companies, 
however, create great changes in the deposits, altogether uncon- 
nected with the regular transactions of the Bank. ‘ 

The quotations of the foreign exchanges to-day are without the 
slightest alteration since last week, if we except a very trivial rise 
for 3 months’ paper on Amsterdam. Paris 3 months continue at 
26 to 26°5. The almost entire cessation of the imports of wheat 
during the present spring, while our exports to the continent go 
on, even in an increased quantity, in the meantime, is no doubt 
one of the causes why returns of a profitable kind in other com- 
modities are so difficult to obtain, and why the exchanges con- 
tinue so high. Those who have watched the weekly accounts 
which we publish of the imports of grain at the head of our com- 
mercial matter, will have Seat that, for the last three or four 
months, the imports of wheat have been extremely small. 

It is to be feared that the long continuance of a very low rate 
of interest, and of such an unusual abundance of capital, has 
created a competition for its investment, which has had a tendency 
to some serious extent to afford facilities for passing and circula- 
ting much paper of a spurious kind. Accommodation paper, 
having no foundation whatever in commercial transactions, and 
representing no property, is said to be in circulation to a great 
extent ; and what is still more serious, there is known to bea 
considerable amount of forged paper in the market. Money is no 
dearer for first-rate paper, but more caution is exercised with 
respect to second and third-rate paper. The present speculative 
mania can scarcely fail to produce a most demoralizing and in- 
jurious effect, aad coohialp to interfere with steady aud regular 
habits of business.

MONEY MARKET. 


Saturpay.—The English funds have been steady to-day, without material altera- 
tion. The value of consols for money and the account is precisely the same as yester- 
day.

Monpbay.—The English funds have been a little flat to-day, without any important 
amount of business. The speculators are understood to be sellers on the non-ratifica- 
tion by the Emperor of Morocco of the new treaty of commerce with France.

Wepnespay.—The English securities have been steady at a trifling advance, caused 
by a large purchase effected in the early part of the day, Generally speaking the 
amount of business transacted was not large, the attractions of Epsom having restricted 
the attendance of the speculators, The foreign funds have altered in no material de- 
gree. The operations of the day have been of the most limited character, and quota- 
tions rule much as before. ; 

THurspaY.—Although the value of English securities opened well this morning 
they suffered a trifling depression before the close of the day, when consols for money 
left off 99} to 4, and for the account 994 to §. The cause of the decline is attributed 
to speculative sales on the chance of the packet bringing unfavourable advices from 
America. The foreign stocks show little or no alteration. The dealers, both here 
and in the railway share market, are busily engaged with the preparation of their 
respective accounts, which will be finally settled to-morrow. Money in the different 
departments varies in value as well as demand, and from 5 to 10 per cent is about the 
range Of rates. Very few bargains were made in any of the speculative securities 
this afternoon, and prices, like those in the English market, were flat and droopirg.
